THS DESPOT SAAVEDRA. 


Itajy, with Mussolini, the premier, a dictator, is not 


the only country, with a long-established^ government, 
where despotism holds full sway. 


President Saavedra, of the South American repvblic 


of Bolivia, puts Mussolini in tho rola of a "piker" when 
it comes to absolutism. Martial law Is the weapon which 
Saavedra uses to crush political opposition, when ev- 
erything ele'e faJls. The Bolivian constitution confers 
broad powers upon Its president to declare a state of 
matrlal law. It is doubtful it the constitution ever con- 
templated any such use as is being 
made- 
of this 


grant. 


Claude Plka, writing in the Chlcaso Dally News, de- 


clares that criticism of President Saavedra's acts is hot 
countenanced, and freedom of speech and of the press 
recently disappeared throughout-tho country. Four of 
the leading newspapers of LaPaz, of an opposite po- 
litical falthj were recently suspended by Saavedra, and 
at the same time opposition papers in the other four 
principal cities of Bolivia were raided bv the^ military 
police — their owners either put In 1ail or sent out of 
the country. 


In America, where we have been so accustomed 


to acting without restraint, it Is exceedingly difficult to 
understand a country, which permits such an abuse of 
liberty. But Bolivia may be aptly compared to 
the 


Balkan states. Revolution has 
followed 
revolution. 


Saavedra's rise to power came indirectly as a result of 
•; revolut'ion. And^ where government Is so unstable, 
heroic methods are called for to nreserve> order, re-, 
gardless of whether justice is belns: served. Mussolini 
excused his excesses ip the usurpation of liberty by say- 
Ing that the people -*-ere sick of liberty. That was so 
manifestly n. libel on the progress of the human race, 
that It was totally unworthy of the man. who other- 
WlM seems to be administering affairs most satisfac- 
torily. Saavedra scorns this pretense. His rule is ab- 
solute because necessity dictates that rebellion shall be 
•uppressed with a stern hand. 


Repression of human liberties, especially that of 


freedom of speech, is repugnant in this day and age 
of the world. BuS Bolivia has suffered, and is still 
Buffering1, owing to the Instability of her form of 


Foreign capital refuses to invest where 


the risk is as great as it is under the present conditions 
Bolivia needs foreign capital to develop those tremen- 
dously rich natural resources, which have been but 
•llfhtly scratched. If Sa&vedra succeeds In stabilizing1 
conditions sufficiently to arouse the confidence of in- 
vvating capital, he may perform a very noteworthy serv- 
ice to his country.

There were 233 hus- 
bands summoned 'to court, forty-four were arrested by 
warrant and sixteen were sent to the workhouse. Other 
arge cities show records equaliy as bad and the per- 
centaga is kept up surprisingly in smaller places and 
even in rural communities.

It costs more 
than five time* as much for transportation as the coal 
itself costs at the mine. 


There can be no justification for the present rates 


which the carriers collect for hauling cflal. If the inter- 
state commerce commission were worth its salt, it would 
see that this incubus is taken off of industry and bust- 
ness. Coal is a commodity which the railroads do not 
have to load at the mine^nor unload at its destination. 
It-is handled, for the most part, in open cars -and moves
